Interviewed Regarding 
His Tenure, 


He Evinces No Disposition to Let 
Go His Hold Volun- 
tarily. 


Consultation of Leading German 
Democrats at Columbus 
Yesterday. 


Ewing Weakens, and Tells Them 
He Wants High-Priced 
Greenbacks. 


Secretary Sherman Believes the Ohio 


Democrats to Be Making a 
Still-Hunt. 


President Hayes Determined to Stick 
to His Conciliation Policy. 


ILLINOIS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 


Sener, III., Aug. .- Tun TRIBUNE 
Dauville dispatch touching the Logan-Cullom 
alliance proves to be more than a nine days’ 
wonder, as it still is the subject of political 
street-corner talk here. In an interview with 
Col. Phillips, be says the only correction he 
would make in that dispatch would be to erase 
the word “‘authorize”’; that is, he was not 
officially asked to invite Mr. Callahan to Spring- 
field to receive a tender of the Commissioner- 
ship of the Southern Penitentiary; but did in- 
vite him, nevertheless. Gov. Cullom himself 
expresses only surprise that a journalist stould 
keep so well posted in regard to his movements 
and preferences. 

Railway Commissioner Oberly, however, takes 
a more interested view of the allusion to him- 
self. This morning he responded to an inter- 
view earnestly, and intelligently, and historically 


as follows: 
WHAT COMMISSIONER OBERLY SAYS. 

Correspondent—“ Having telegraphed Tue 
Tripuns that it was rumored you would soon 
vacate your Commissionership, how close guess- 
ing was that!“ 

Oderly—“ That there is no telling what a day 
may bring forth is a stale proverb, and events 
may therefore prove that your guess was the 
assertion of a fact: but mv present information 
is that I do not intend to either resign my 
position on the Railroad and Warehouse Board, 
or with my own consent die out of pleasant 
official companionship with the jocund Smith 
and estimabie Bogue.““ 

Correspondeot—** But it is said Logan de- 
mands your head, and that Cullom, being in a 
complacent humor, intends to remove you.“ 

Oberly—* Indeed! But ‘it-is-said’ lies like a 
newspaper reporter. 1 don’t believe the rumor. 
It may, bowever, be true; and if you will give 
me the proof, being much disposed to oblige 
Senator Logan, I may impulsively decapitate 
myself and send my head to bim on a charger. 
True, Gov. Cullom may save me the trouble of 
self-decapitation. He may take off my head 
himself; but if he does he must surely have a 
better reason for the use of his guillotine than 
a disposition to oblige Senator Logan or to get 
rid of a Democrat. The Constitution sars the 
Governor may have power to remove any officer 
whom be may appoint, in case of incompetency, 
neglect of date. or malfeasance in office. 1 
don’t believe the Gevernor believes | am incom- 
petent, and I know he knows 1 have neither 
neglected my duty nor been guilty of malfea- 
sance in office.’’ 

Correspoudent— Why did Gov. Cullom ap- 
point you! 

Oberly— “ Evidently you are, like Othello, ‘a 
plain, blunt man.’ Probably you could get a 
more satisfactory answer to your question from 
Gov. Cullom than from me. He is in bis office 
now. Goto him and ask that question.“ 

Correspondent—" But why, in your opinion, 
did he appoint you?” 

Oberly—“ That's another question. Gener- 
ally, because he wanted to. articularly, for 
several reasons. The Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners was organized as a 
non-partisan beard. Gov. Palmer, who ap- 
pointed the first Commissioners, established the 
precedent of minority representation. Gov. 
Beveridge followed Gov. Palmer’s example and 
appointed a Democrat. Other States pursue 
the same policy. Massachusetts gives the Dem- 
ocrats a Railroad Commissioner; so does lowa: 
so does Connecticut. Gor. Cullom, when 
he entered office, found the prece- 
dent of minority representation established; at 
least he found the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission thoroughly Joe Medillized. Aud, 
in addition to this iact, he found himself

that had to consent to his appointments. II, 
disregarding the precedent, he had sent to the 
Senate the names of three Republicans, that 
body would have rejected them, and by its 
refusal to permit the appointmentof a new 
Board would have continued the ola one with 
its Democratic member. Gov. Cullom accepted 
the inevitable. He determined to appoint a 
Democrat, because he couldn't get two of his 
owu Republican friends if he didn’t. He con- 
cluded to take one ot the Republicans from 
Chicago, because, I presume, Cook County was 
at that time good Republican pasture, and the 
other from Middle Illinois, because, I presume, 
the Republican fields of this part of the State 
need constant attention. Of course, he was 
compelled to take the Democrat from Southern 
illinois, and he selected me.“ 

Reporter“ Because, I presume, vour Dem- 
ocracy was not of the stalwart kind.“ * 

Odberly—“ No; but because while I was a 
member of the Twenty-eighth General Assem- 
blv Mr. Cullom was Speaker. He appointed 
me on the Special Committee of Thirteen

against extortion and unjust discrimination by 
railroads, aud knew I had taken much interest 
in that legisiation,—that I had studied the rail- 
road question and probably knew something 
about it. Iithink he appointed me because he 
believed I was a fit mau for the place. As to 
my Democracy, let me say that at that time 
just after the election of 1876—its quality was 
not doubted even by those excellent Democrats 
who were so intensely Democratic that they 
could not vote for Lew Stewart, the Democratic 
nominee for Governor, and did vote for Shelby 
M. Cullom, the Republican nominee, or 
by that other intensely Democratic ele- 
ment, the men who entered the party 
through the Liberal Republican door and 
are to-day destroying it by mouthing meaning- 
less stuff about State-rights, while to all in- 
tents and purposes they are as much the tools 
ot the great interests of the country that de- 
mand the strong hand to compel complaining 
labor to be silent as mey were while they 
were seeking office in the Republican party as 
industriousiv as they are now seeking for place 
among the Democrats.“ 

Correspondent— What reasons have the 
Democrats for desiring you to vacate “ 

Odberly— 1 don’t know and I don’t care. I 
accepted the office the first time with the gen- 
eral approbation of Democrats in every 
part of the State; and the second time 
because prominent Republicans - demanded 
my head, giving as a reason that I had been too 
active in the campaign of 1878, and Democratic 
Senators said mv head should not be sacrificed 
for any such reason. Igave up my business, 
removed to the Capital so I could we all my 
ade ail my arrange- 
ments to continue in office till the end of my 
term. And now certain Democrats are denounc- 
ing me for not getting out of the office. Let 
them. I am in a Board that is and ought to be 
non-partisan. I believe the Democrats would be 
better off if they had no representatives on the

gressman John R. Thomas and other friends of 
Gen. Logan had been for some time pressing 
the name of Gen. Martia for Lawrence’s place, 
as other of Logan’s frieuds are now pressing the 
name of Judge Robert Bell, of Mt. Carmel, for 
Oberly’s place when — resigns—if he does.

Colvunds, O., Aug; %.—About ten days 
since a call was made by the Democratic Com- 
mittee calling udon the German Demo- 
crate of the State to convene here to-day for the 
purpose of consultation. It was thought that 
this appeal would be responded to by at least 
200, but only about forty put in an appearance. 
The meeting was of the Star-Chamber order, 
but it is learned to-night that there was a wide- 
spread disaffection among the German Demo- 
crats, not only in certain localities, but 
throughout the State. It was further 
stated that, on account of Gen, Ewing’s 
peculiar financial ideas, it would be impossible 
to hold the Germans o the support of the 
ticket, and that the soower the fact was recog- 
nized the better for the Democracy. Gen. Ew- 
ing was present, and at the close of the meet- 
ing stated that his position was ge mee, 
and that. while he was opposed to Nation 
banks, and favored the substitution of green- 
backs in place of bank- notes, he strongix favored 
their being made equal in value with coin. This 
verv remarkable statement by Gen. Ewing, in the 
face of bis declarations to the Piatt Nationals 
one week since, that he was as good a Green- 
backer as they, caused considerable surprise. 
The council broke up with but few expressions 
of confidence in Ewing’s election. 

In conversation with Secretary Sherman on 
the political outlook, the Secretary expressed 
the opinion that the situation was most 
encouraging.

He hopes 
that the coming Presidential campaign will be 
free from the atrocities Which have marked pre- 
ceding ones, and that the Soutberner's sense of 
justice and fair play will pervade Southern poli- 
tics and inaugurate @ new era in our national 
affairs. 

luduleing in the belief that be is to-day the 
most impartial of Presidents, 80 far as sectional 
affairs are concerned, who bas occupied that po- 
sition for thirty vears, President Hayes is not 
disposed to forfeit thé position by hasty con- 
demnation of Southerm politicians, and orefers 
to let such matters r themselves without 
the influence of his opinifns as the Chief Magis- 
trate of the nation. ' 

To Radicals like Secretaries Sherman, Schurz, 
and Derens this neu ty is now said to be 
most distasteful. Their views when assuming 
their portfolios were in harmony with those of 
their chief, and the President's various policies 
received their approval. 

As the several State elections approach aud 
their personal ambit are brought to the 
front, the President fi to his sorrow, that 
his ministerial advisers have cut loose from bis 
theories, and have arrayéd themselyes with the 
stalwart. Republicans. 

This desertion, says 
to, causes tne Preside feel that bis Cabinet 
has lost ite unity of and harmony of 
sentiment; he seeks a conflict of personal am- 
bitions that is likely tomar what he hoped would 
go down in history as a perfect Administration. 

Petty differences as to minor matters in 
politics have already broken the peace of the 
Administration, and the seasoned politicians who 
constitute the President’s adviscrs are no longer 
in sympathy with his plans. 

This leaves Mr. Hayes alone, and he clings to 
the South and to bis pol'cies in hope that they 
will eventually secure him that justice which he 
thinks his ideas demand, and which his co- 
workers are disposed to deny bim.

THE LITERARY BUREAU. 
3 Wertal Dispatch to The Tritune 

Wasninoeton, D. C., Aug. 26,—The latest 
effort of the newly-discovered Literary Bureau 
in this city, composed of disgraced and dis- 
charged Treasury emplores, is a preparation 
for the Democratic County Committees of Ohio, 
in which it is charged. first, that a certain Union 
sdidier, Maj.

cation of Senator Blaine, but he is not vow in 
the Department in any capacity; and, third. 
that Nelliger was removed under Gen. Grant, 
and Massey, his successor, who is a strong Re- 
publican, was appointed under Gen. Grant. 

The decision of the Attorney-General that

THE SITUATION. 
TUESDAY NIGRHT. 

San Francisco, Aug. 26.—Kalloch’s condition 
is continually improving, and it is now reported 
that he is ont of danger, though the report is 
probably premature. According to the present 
opivion of the physicians the bullet merely grazed 
the lung. No effort has yet heen made to probe 
the wound. The Workingmen’s guards on duty 
about the Metropolitan Temple were replaced 
by police this evening. The Workingmen are 
holding a mass-meeting at Union Hall to-night, 
which is crowded to suffocation. The meeting 
has no particular connection with the Kalloch 
affair, having been called before the assault 
was made upon him. Everything is orderly, and 
no tendency whatever is shown to reawakén 
excitement.

DISPASSIONATE CRITICISM. 
DE YOUNG’S CRIME AND KALLOCH’S INFAMY. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Aug. 26.—The peculiar circum- 
stances surrounding and leading up to the 
shooting of Kalloch by De Young in San Frau- 
cisco have given the affray a sort of national in- 
terest, and people here and elsewhere take sides 
and grow excited over it just as if it had occur- 
red in their own community, and as if the prin- 
cipals were men personally known to them. 
There were two reasons why the drift of public 
sentiment at first set in against De Young, viz.: 
(1) The conversation and proper feeling that no 
language justifies a resort to the shot-guh or 
revolver, and (2) the fact that the De Youngs, 
in their newspaper, had begun the personalities 
in dealing with Kalloch. As doth parties seemed 
to be blackguards, and as both were training 
politically with rather disreputable factions, 
public sympathy naturally ranged itself on the 
side of what seemed to be law and order, the 
interests of which must always condemn a re- 
sort to personal violence. 

The later details of the case, as reported from 
San Francisco, will considerably modify public 
condemnation of De Young’s conduct, though 
they do not affect the principles involved in the 
case. Witbout excusing upon any pretext the 
attempt to take any man’s life, the facts in the 
San Francisco affair will induce a good many 
people to conclude that Kalioch richly deserved 
te be shot. The article in the Chronicle which 
excited Kalloch’s infameus retaliation was 

A SUMMARY OF THE VARIOUS SCANDALS 
that attended this reverend vagabond’s career 
in Massachusetts and Kansas; the reference to 
his father was merely incidental, and, if true, 
it had a psychological bearing on the 
case. Kallochh was a candidate for an 
important office, and dad contributed by 
his own previous conduct the material for the 
exposures which the Vhroniclemade. However 
irritating these expressions may have been, and 
whatever retaliation they may have justified, 
they did not warrant the infamous and disgust- 
ing characterization of De Young’s mother 
which Kalloch publicly made. The most brutal 
wretch that the world ever tolerated could not 
bave been excused for giving public utterance 
to the vile and repulsive language employed by 
aman who professes Christianity and assumes 
to instruct mankind in religion and morality.

SOLDIERS’ REUNION. 


A Big Gathering at Cambridge, O.—Opening 
Address by Gen. Garfield. 

Cincrynati, O., Aug. 26.—A special to the 
Gazette says: About 3,000 strangers were pres- 
ent to-day at the soldiers’ reunion at Cam- 
bridge, und greater crowds are expected to-mor- 
row and next day. The reunion exercises 
opened this morning by a reveille at 6 o’clpck, 
and a salute. The greater part of the day was 
spent in receiving delegations and escorting 
them to quarters. Gen. Garfield, who was to 
make the opening address at 4 o’clock, failed to 
arrive until 5 o’clack, and was then entertained 
by Mayor Farrar, an old member of bis staff. 

In the evening the whole city was brilliantly 
iiluminated. Gen. Garfield delivered the open- 
ing address m the Court-House Park, which 
was hung with Chinese lanterns, and was close- 
ly filled with people. The audience numbered 
probably 5,000 or 6,000. 

The Genera! said that the ex-soldiers of the 
North were neither ashamed of their part in the 
late War, nor afraid to engage in a discussion of 
either tue War or its causes. Beasts fight with- 
out caring for the cause of the fight. If 
there were no ideas in it, the War 
would have been a4 mere war of 
beasts. But it was a war of men, because 
there were ideas in it. Sufficient time had 
elapsed since the War to look into the causes 
calmly and with fairness. it might be that the 
War was necessary for the development of 
public opinion. The roots extendea back 
through two centuries of time, and he was in- 
clined to think the War bad to, could and would 
have come, no matter what circumstances might 
temporarily interfere with its coming. But two 
ideas really produced the War. The rst ot 
these was the institution of siavery. Those 
who fougnt on the side of that institution were 


not responsible. for the cause. They were | 


born to it. We in the North were 
educated against it, and, under other circum- 
stances, might have been its friends, for human 
nature is about the same. The institution grew 
so strong that it became necessary to either de- 
stroy the Union or destroy slavery. 

The second cause was almost as old as the 
The War of the Revolution was a war 
against the General Government. The trouble 
of the people of the Colonies after that was to 
find a substitute for George the Third. The 
notions existing of the General Govern- 
ment delng a despotism suggested the neces- 
sity of reducing its power. There were 
others in the Colonies who had no fear of 
despotism, because the new Government was to 
be one of our choice, and by officers delegated 
with any such power as we chose to give them; 
therefore it must be the friend of liberty. In 
the very formation of the Government these 
two hostile ideas sprang up; ove of a weak 
Geveral Government, with authority centered 
in the several States, the other of a strong cen- 
tra] Government that would insure liberty to 
all and command respect abroad. One was the 
doctrine of State sovereiguty and the other 
of national supremacy. er grew up 
and developed begide each other until they 
could no longer live together. They went out 
to war together.—four giants, two and two,— 
Slavery and State Sovereignty on the one side, 
and on the other Universal Liberty and Suprema- 
cy of the National Government. The two 
giants on either side could not exist separate. 
Slavery could not exist without State Sover- 
eignty, and Liberty could not exist without Na- 
tional Supremacy. The question was settled 
without rancor or hate on our part. It resulted 
in conquering Siavery and the doctrine of State 
supremacy. The moment that was acknowl- 
edged the War ended. 

On our part no enmity existe. We simply in- 
sist on the results, and offer our hands, hearts, 
and our most cordial friendship to every man of 
any race who admits the result. It wasa great 


privilege to have been permitted to serve under } 


such a Government for such a cause. Don’t vou 
know of men who came back with better stuff in 
them than they had shown before? There were 
boys and men who never knew themselves 
what wasin them until they were tried. They 
came back with a higher seal of character set on 
them, and came back better men for having 
been there. 

The Fourth of July and the old flag mean 
more, too, since the flag came back tattered and 
black with smoke, and, after it had been borne 
by perhaps twenty different hands, it comes 
back to us as a sacred thing. For that reason 
assemblages such as the present, bring back 
the holiest, most sacred of recollections. He 
remembered that on the second day of the bat- 
tle of Chickamauga, when Thomas’ little 
Civision behind a breastwork of logs bad re- 
peatedly repulsed an assaulting party of 40,000 
of the enemy, that Gen. Thomas took the hand 
of a gallant Ohio Captain and thanked 
him for the work he had done 
wite bie company. Hesawatear drop on the 
Captain’s band, and ne heard the soliloquy as 
he looked at it. George H. Thomas hold 
of that hand; I'll knock down any mean man 
who ever touches it. [Applause.] The Captain 
felt that hand had been consecrated to honor. 
Iu like manner every soldier who ever carried 
the flag, or a musket in its defense, had conse- 
crated his hand forever to donor and justice. 

If there were any mean men ia the War, they 
would have been r without going. They 
were made betten and soldiers will assemble in 
love at these reunions as long as there are two 
left to shake hands. 

The speech was received with hearty applause, 
At its conciusion the General left for the depot, 
where a special train was in waiting to take him 
to Chippewa Lake, Medina County, where he 
speaks to-morrow,

people, refused to go when subsistence and 
comfort was offered until the plague bad sub- 
sided, and it was generally from these that the 
loudest denunciations of the arbitrariness of 
the colored people came. In saying this, I do 
not in the least justify the colored people, but 
censure the whites more, because their intelli- 
gence should have prompted them to set the 
example which they so much desired the colored 
element to follow. ; 

THE UNDERTAKERS

Nearly everywhere the fields are choked 
with weeds, and there is every sign that the 
present year will be as bad or worse for farmers 
than its immediate predecessor. In more shel- 
tered districts some pieces of wheat and barley 
are ready to be cut, but this is 

NOT AT ALL GENERAL. 

In Scotland farmers, during the recent short 

spell of flne weather, secured a good deal of hay 
which is not so much injured as was feared. 
The cereal crops in the North are still quite 
green, and much of the grain in the uplands 
may never ripen at all. October rather than 
september will probably be the harvest month 
in Scotland. Turnips there are improving, and 
potatoes are generally free from disease, but 
the yield will be late and deficient. The relapse 
of the weather has caused a revival in the wheat 
trade, in some instances enabling sellers to re- 
cover the recent decline of one shilling per quar- 
ter. Imports have again been excessive. But 
for the imports having exceeded the usual sum- 
mer complement the strength of the trade has 
been so marked that higher prices would doubt- 
less have been obtainable, but it is difficult to 
persuade millers to buy, except in retail, in the 
face of a supply considerably exceeding 300,000 
quarters in three weeks on the eve of harvest, 
even if the prospects of such harvest are admit- 
tedly bad. 
AMBRICA’S CAPACITY FOR GIGANTIC SHIPMENTS 
is also thoroughly understood by buyers, who 
operated cautiously, but at the same time more 
freely, during the past week at a slight advance 
on Monday’s currencies. In another month 
more reliable data will be obtainable concerning 
European crovs upon which to indicate the fur- 
ther course of prices. A 

Barley maintained previous prices, but eased 
slightly under the pressure of increased sub- 
plies. Arrivals at ports of call have been mod- 
erate. 

Wheat fluctuated with the weather, but con- 
tinued heavy shipments cabled from America 
prevented any advance beyond about six pence 
per quarter on wheat. Maize favored sellers, 
with a moderate inquiry. Wheat and maize 
have both been in fair request for future deliv- 
ery at three pence to six pencé per quarter ad- 
vance. Barley has been in good demand. 
Prices were firmiy maintained. Sales of Eu- 
glish wheat last week 18,862 quarters at 49 shil- 
lings 3 pence, against 26,279 quarters at 45 shil- 
lings 2 pence for the same period last year. 

The imports into the United Kingdom for the 
week ending Aug. 16, 1879, were 1,458,598 hun- 
dred weights of wheat and 280,224 hundred 
weights of flour.

SENATOBIA SPUNK. 
Mpecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Mempais, Aug. 26.—The Appeal received the 
following. special to-night, dated Senatobia, 
Miss., Ang. 26: “Last Sanday, while the citi- 
zens of Austin were at church, a crowd of nine 
masked men, generally mounted on mules, rode 
into town and quietly proceeded to the jail, 
where D. D. Cowan was confined, charged with 
murdering a man by the name of Pike some five 
or six months ago. The varty was armed with 
shotguns and navy revolvers. Six were sta- 
tioned outside, and three, with sledge-hammers 
and crowbars, soon beat down the front door 
and went up-stairs to the cell in which Cowan 
was confined, forced the bars, and set him at 
liberty, mounting Cowan.on an extra horse 
brought for the purpose. The whole party 
started to leave the town, but, thinking the 
whole affair so far was not sufficiently roman- 
tie, sent word to the church that Cowan had es- 
caped, and, itis said, gave the alarm of fire. 
The citizens, rushing from the church, soon 
comprehended the situation. Several ran to 
their houses, armed themselves, and attempted 
to arrest the whole party. The maskers opened 
the attack by firing several shots. The citi- 
zeus returned the fire, killing one 
of the rescuers named Collins, the son 
of a widow woman living about four 
miles east.of Senatobia. The party then de- 
parted, Cowan, with two others, going east, and 
the balance of the party making for the south. 
Pursuit was instantly begun, and, after a chase 
of ten miles, the three were overtaken near 
Matthews’ Ferry and the Coldwater River. 
Cowan’s horse was killed from under him, and 
the mule of another disabled. ‘The three then 
took to the cane and eluded further pursuit. 
Several arrests were made to-day, but it is 
thought that pone of the party actually en- 
gaged have yet been secured.

MAKING THE RIFFLE. 

Lovisvitte, Ky., Aug. 26.—Ilt will bere 
membered that some weeks ago a horrible mur- 
der was committed in the eastern part of Henry 
County, near a small stream called Sand Riffle, 
particulars of which were given at the time. In 
substance the deed was the killing of one negro 
man, the wounding of another, and the burning 
of the dead body of the man killed, together 
with that of a little giri aged 10 years, and also 
an infant. After a fe days four men were ar- 
rested, and, upon a preliminary trial, three of 
them were held over to the Criminal Court with- 
out bail and oue let loose because of want of 
sufficient evidence. A number of worthy 
men conceived a plan to find out the guilty, 
and, together with citizens living in the neigh- 
borhood where the crime was committed, went 
at once to put it into execution. Not until last 
night was anything kvown about the intended 
capture save to the few who were working 
up the thing. They very quietly left the 
town after making such provision as to insure 
safety against bullets, and went to Sand Riffle. 
The country in this neighborhood is exceedingly 
rough and hilly, and is the same that is known 
as the Ku-Kiux County, and the same 
where the Simmons gang committed 
their depredations, fur which they were 
hung, four in number, bya mob. The men ar- 
rested were Jim Anes and Warren Anes, Jack 
Estes, Climp Onan, Jim Wells, Downey, Jim 
Estes, and Jeff Onan, seven in number. None 
resisted arrest, and all claim to be not guilty. 
All are unmarried 
from 16 to 22 years of ‘age. It 16 claimed 
by the arresting party that the evidence in 
their possession is sufficientiy strong to convict. 
A singular fact connected with this arrest is, 
that the whole number are grandsonsof one old 
lady named Mrs. Onan, who is now about 81 
years of age, and was greatly incensed by the 
arrest of ber boys, who, she claimed, had 
been raised in a right manner.

ILLINOIS.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 26.—The Department 
of Agriculture has issued its August crop re- 
port. The following extracts contain ali the 
more important information that has not already 
been anticipated by Tus Tripune from advance 
sheets: 


WHBAT. 


The present winter-wheat crop is the largest ever 
produced in the State, and bas never been ex- 
celled, if eqnaled, in good ey: The present 
acreage of 2,440,809 Las m exceeded by the 
wheat snes of 1863, 1867, 1868, 1860, 1874, 
and 1875. The present average yield per acre, 
eighteen and three-quarter bushels, 1s the largest 
on record. The extra care in seeding last fall has 
amply repaid the wheat-grower for this additional 
expense and labor in the largely-increased yield 
reported in such cases. The exceptional large av- 
erage yields reported generally consist of new va- 
rieties of wheat recentiy introduced. The 1879 
crop is over forty-five million bushels (44, 417, - 
661), or over eleven million (11, 534, 268) bushels 
more than any preceding crop. The value the 
present crop is nearly forty millions of dollars 
($39, 930,639), which, owing to the low average 
price (87 cents) per bushel when compared with 
former years, wiil not return the producer as large 
returns as the 1364, 1866, and 1867 crops. The 
1864 wheat-crop of 33,371,173 bushels, at 81. 55 
per bashel, returned the producer over fifty-one 
millions of dollars ($51,725.318). The 1886 
wheat-crop of 28, 351. 421 bushels, valued at 
81. 93 per bushel, brought $55,104,243, and the 
following crop (1887) of 28,000,000 bushels, at 
$1.97, was valued at $55,160,000. The price per 
bushel was lower than that of the present season. 
in 1860 (85 cents), 1851 (71 cents), 1868 (76 
cents), 1809 (76 cents), 1874 (85 cents), and 1878 
(30 cents). 

SPRING WHEAT 


The acreage of spr.ng wheat (303,756) is but 
little in excess of that of the previous year 
(402,048). The average yield ver acre (11 bushels) 
of spring wheat is much below that of winier 
wheat (19% bushels). The drought during the 
growing season, and the injury in many localities 
by chinch-bugs, has reduced the yield much below 
that of a good average. The quality is good in 
counties where the crop was not injured by chinch- 
bugs and unfavorable weatoer. The spring-wheat 
crop of 1878 was 3,870,251 bushels; the present 
crop is 3,376.409.—a decrease of nearly half a 
million bushele (493,842). The 1878 crop was 
valued at $3,189,203, while that of the present 
year is valued at $2,663, 882. — decrease in one 
year of over half a million of dollars ($525,321). 


HAY. 


The hay-crop has generally been saved in good 
condition; the average yield per acre is much be- 
low that of a term of years; the quality is very 
good, and will largely make up for the limi 
crop. The 1879 acreage of meadows is only 2, - 
161, 760 acres, while that of the previous year was 
2, 368, 854 acres,—a decrease of 207,094 acres, 
much of which was seeded to wheat. The present 
crop of 2,578,736 tous is the smallest for the past 
five years, and is 1. 6,6, 735 tons less than that of 
the previous year. The drought over the greater 
portion of the State, during the spring and sum 
mer, reduced the yield of timothy meadows ma- 
terially,.—a large area of which hardly paid the 
expense for harvesting. The yield of meadows 
of clover and timothy were somewhat bet- 
ter, but very light, when compared 
with an average yield. The weather was 
most favorahle for saving the hay-crop, and nu- 
merous reports confirm the excellent quality of the 
hay andthe good order in which it was saved. 
The 1878 crop was valued at $10, 994, 341; the 1879 
crop at $16,428,012, which is the lowest estimate 
for the hay-crop during the last twenty years. 

RYE. 


The rye crop ranks fourth jn extent of area of 
the cultivated crops grows in the State. The area 
of rye reported for 1879 is 235,073 acres: the area 
for the previous year was 252,768, showing a de- 
crease for the present season of 17, 695 acres when 
compared with 1878.

HAVERLT's. 
Upon the production of “ Mother and Son,” 
which occurred on Monday evening last, we 


now upon witoeseing the second presentation of 
this famous work given last night we propose 
to say a word or two in regard to the acting, the 
setting, and the manner in which the dramatists’, 
the actors’, and the actresses’ efforts are appre- 
ciated, 6 

There is admirable opportunity for such a 
company as we have now at Haverly’s in such a 
play, because it is exceedingly strong in charac- 
ter, and those characters are clearly defined. 
From the tnird act incident follows inci- 
dent in rapid succession, its dialogue pos- 
sesses strength, with he oceasional equivoque 
and the light trenchant style which pertains 
to comedy; its moments cf sentiment create 
an illusion, thus showing themselves to be 
genuine, and it also possesses the eloquerce 
of true passion. Yet in spite of these oppor- 
tunities the interpretation is not exactly what 
it should be, judged from the standard of ex- 
cellence which we expect to receive from such 
a distinguished body of artists, and judged 
from the standard of excellence which 
the Union Square Theatre has reared for itself. 
We expect to find in a performance this 
troupe an ensemble as nearly perfect as possi- 
ble, and we generally have it; butin the present 
cast in several cases the parts are poorly played 
and the defecttve acting in these cases spoils, o 
course, the harmony of the whole. Still with 
the faults there is abundant matter for appre- 
ciation, for thought, and for comment. 

Mrs. Marie Wilkins, who exhibits rare ability 
in everything she undertakes, and the memory 
of whose wonderful performance of the Fro- 
chard in The Two Orphans, when first pro- 
duced here, is still fresb, makes the play-going 
public again her debtor through the bamorous 
manner in which she renders Mme. Coteret, a 
gossip, a coarse and pres nd busybody, a woman 
who in early lite been the pride of the 
ballet,” and who now in ber later years seeks 
with an affectation of pradery and the veneer of 
sanctity to cover up her former life. The char- 
acter is naturally hit off, and she receives tue 
appreciation of ber audience without resorting 
to catchpenny expedients; indeed, a look from 
Mrs. Wilkins is sufficient to do that which can 
only be caused by a stamp or a gesture 
from another, She is a standing satire 
upon herself and upon the class in natural 
bistory to which she belongs. Ita is wonderfully 
rich and powerful piece of comic acting, and in 
her great scenes she is ably secouded by Mr. 
John Parselie who enacts the part of the whole- 
souled, cheery, Brochet. There is certainly 
nothing better in contemporary comedy than the 
sceve in the fourth act, between these worthies, 
in which he draws ber into a revelation of 
her early amours. The conversation in the way 
of quiet railery and exquisite humor is as good 
as an example from the older dramatists, and 
better, because it is without the taint of gross- 
ness, and it illustrates finely the unoceu- 
pied field there is for effective comic writ- 
ing, even in the unmarked and reticent 
manners of modern life. Not only, however, 
does Mr. Parselle appear to advantage 
in the scenes with Mme Coteret, but 
throughout be gives a character replete with 
vigor, and force, and that exquisite polish 
which is associated with every role he plays in 
the modern drama. : 

In the thira act Mr. Charles Thorne does his 
best work, in which he seems to emancipate 
himself to a certain extent from his mannerisms 
which we have already pointed out, and which 
he could so easily obliterate, and gives himself 
up to the situations of this great act, and no 
better acknowledgment could be given the play- 
wright of his work than the silence which 
the uoweaving of the succession of dra- 
matic surprises compels in the andito- 
rium. Marcel relates ber story, and from 
the moment she reyeals herself as 
the deceased wife of his father to the moment 
where, to shield bis own mother from a know 
edge of his father’s crime and from the pain 
which that knowledge would inflict, he pro- 
claims before all that Marcel is bis mistress, be 
piays with passionate earnestness worthy 
of his best efforts. In his subsequent 
sce however, in his meeting with 
Gabrielle and in the last act, during the inter- 
terview with his mother and Marcel, his wring- 
ing of the hands and framing of his head with 
those hands, lose their effectiveness bv their 
constant repetition. We do not mean to advo- 
cate the idea of Jeremy Collier, who, in 
his essay on the English stage, at- 
tempted to fine every actor for every 
oath he uttered, in order to put an end to 
the practice, but if Mr. Thorne would appeal 
less to My God”’ than be does when be used 
the phrase, it would bavesome weight and 
meaning. Thefrequency with which the phrase 
is interpolated now inthe dialogue—whether 
the fault is the author's or Mr. Thorne’s we do 
not know—makes its use _ ineffective. 
The performance, taken as a whole, 
is neither as consistent nor as finished a 
piece of acting as this actor’s C/, his John 
Strebe om, or as his great part in Led Astray.“ 

Miss Ellie Wilton appeared as Varcel, and she 
disappointed us. What this lady will do in a 
small house like the Union Square we canubt 
say, but she certainly has not force enough to 
play parts requiring force in such a house as 
Haverly’s. To us there is a pettiness and an 
etiquette about her acting in this part. 
In che third and in the fourth acts she gives 
no expression to her feelings, and apparently 
cannot trust to the unpremeditated impulse of 
the situation. She has grace, but her methods 
are precise, and she puts an evident 
artificial restraint upon her actions and 
her utterances. Her expressions of grief 
and her gentler emotions are full of refinement, 
but she does not enter into the spirit of the 
character thoroughly, and does not seize the 
meaning of many of the situations. 

The impression Mrs. E. J. Phillips made upon 
her audience in the role of the stately Baronness 
was of the most favorable kina. The 
personation throughout was a consistent and a 
most impressive one, andin the last act where 
Brochet reveals to her her husband’s crime, and 
she clasps her son to her bosom willing to for- 
give the father that gave ber such a son,“ she 
rose to a point of positive greatness, 
and gave a revelation of maternal tenderness 
which ‘fully aroused the sympathies of ber 
audience. Miss Maude Harrison made a Ga- 
brielle charming io its freshness and sim- 
plicity, bus she was scarcely equal to that 
scene with her lover where she should indi- 
cate the struggle between doubt and incli- 
nation, between the head and the heart, 
which ends ‘in an outburst of gladness when 
she cau believe Fabrice is an honorable man. 
Miss Ida Vernon, as Mme. Trebaud, rendered 
good support,and made a capital contrast to her 
husband, the wavering, time-serving politician, 
a character capitally hit off by Mr. Lemoyne. 
Miss Vioton might have made more of Zoe De- 
nisart; Mr. Rameay as the young Amaury did 
well, and the minor parts were creditably filled. 

The scenery and the scenic accessories are, al- 
though they. would be considered not out of 
place with an ordinary company, com- 
pletely beneath what we are  accus- 
tome to see as the setting for 
a verformance in which the members of the 
Union Square Theatre Company appear. It is 
cheap, worn, and soiled, and the contrast of- 
fered between the richness of the costumes and 
the poverty of the surroundings is as marked as 
it is disagreeable. We venture to say 
that not a dit of it ever saw the 
Union Square Theatre, and we know that not 
an inch of it was ever painted by the artist of 
that great house. In the first act the walls are 
grimy, the furniture is mean, and the break{fast- 
table is covered with ware that might grace a 
sucond-class restaurant.

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


Important Improvements.in the Carbon 
System—New Regulators and Generators— 
Comparative Cost of Gas and Electricity. 

New York Herald, Aug. 25. 

Another important advance in the progress of 
the electric light as a general illuminator has 
just been accomplished. The long sought after 
perfect regulator for keeping the carbons in 
their relative positions, and vrevent ing either 
extinguishment of the voltaic are or the occa- 
sional flickering, which has hitherto proved 
somewhat of a drawback, appears at last to 
have been found. Within the past week the 
Fuller Electrical Company of this city have 
secured the patent of a regulator, which 
works entirely witbout clockwork, resembling 
in that respect the famous Jablochkoff candle 
of Paris, but differing from it in permitting the 
carbons to be heid, not side by side, as in the 
latter invention, but in a vertical line, thus se- 
curing the full effect of the voltaic are. The 
new regulator consists of an electro-magnet, so 
arranged as to be operated by the light-giving 
current, and, in turn, operating an ingenius and 
very simple mechanical contrivance, which 
keeps the carbons always in exactly the same 
relative position, notwitustanding the coustaut 
consumption of the points caused by the heat 
of the electricity. 

To understand the importance of a perfect 
regulator in a system of electric lighting it is 
necessary to examine the principle by which the 
electric light ts produeed. There are two ways 
of obtaining light from electricity. The first is 
by passing a sti current of electricity 
through a piece of fin, refractory metal, as, for 
instance, platinum, which produces the best ro- 
sults. The electricity thus passing through 
heats the metal to a white heat, and the conse- 


quence isof course light, depending for its } 


brilliancy first upon the intensity of the current, 
and second upon the size, character, and scope 
of the metal so heated. This system is called 
the incandescent system, and is the one upon 
which Mr. Edison has beea working so long. 
The second method of producing light from 
electricity is by passing the electric current from 
one carbon point to 
intervening space 
to one-eighth of By 
system, which is known as the carbon sys- 
tem, alight of great intensity is produced, a 
singie light baving frequently been brought to 
an intensity equal to that of 15,000candles; but 
in practice it is found more expedient to make 
the light of much less intensity, say from 3,000 
to 5,000 candies. ‘Lhe consumes the car- 
bon points and necessitates constant automatic 
adjustment. The carbon system is the one to 
which the attention and researches ot electricians 
and inventors have been most largely directed,

The 
the poet could not refuse, and the villa 
of Lamartine bas passed into other hands. I 
Cessiat did not decide 
without profound sorrow to exile berself from 
this modest home, lost ia the midst of the 
silent woods, and where one of the most noble 
of human intelligences threw its last reye and 
breathed its last sigh. It was truly a duty 
to derange the material sou had sur- 
rounded this illustrious old age “and witnessed 
bis last hours; but there was still a balm for 
this sorrow in the reflection that this last 
dwelling of Lamartme had only been an en- 
campment,—the encampment of the shipwreck- 
ed on a corner of a rock. Saint-Point, on the 
contrary, was his birthplace,—the home where 
matured genius burst forth in golden rhymes,— 
and dere rests his mortal remains. Henceforth 
this will be the only sanctuary of his memory; 
and Mile. de. Cessiat will not have much cause 
to regret the chalet where Lamartine drained 
the last dregs from the bitter chalice of un- 
merited poverty and of official charity. 
When we reflect on what this life had been, 
with what dazzling eclat it had shone, it is im- 
possible to avoid the mournful contrast, with 
these last sombre years of tsolation, of those 
years from 1837 to 1848, the period of the saion 
of la Rue de |’ Universite, of which the apart- 
meats have become historical, witb all thev have 
witnessed passing within them. Political, lit- 
erary, artistic, plebeian Burope has defiled 
through this large salle-a-manger, in this grand 
salon surrounded by adivan, and this atelier 
where some of the paintingsof Mme. Lamartine 
were always drying. The privileged have opened 
this door on the right, and found a besatiful 
cabinet filted with presented collections 
of poetry, journals, etc. Thev have entered the 
cabinet where Lamartine slept, and where he 
wrote under the morning-lamp. Montalembert 
often came there. Among the visitors were 
also Emile Deschamps, Alfred de Vigny, Alex- 
andre Sournet, Guiraud, Le Fevre-Deumier, the 
Abbe de Feletz, Briffant, Jules Janin, who 
brought Ponsard, then in all the eclat of bis suc- 
cess of Lucrece.“ At length the Academie 
almost entire, who last year inflicted upon the 
memory of Lamartine the anpardonable injury 
ot absent ing itself from the celebration of the 
unveiling of his statue. 
Ali know how the prod fortune of 
Lamartine melted away. Adieu the luxuries of 
the Rue de i’Universite!

Often, 
between 1863 and 1867, I met Lamartine,—I was 
going to say his shadow, so broken, sad, and 
pale-visaged was this Lamartine. it was in the 
cramped lodging of the Rue de la Ville Il’ Eveque 
that the poet, old and w , accomplished the 
literary labor of bis last days to cancel his debts. 
There he wrote his Cours Familier de Litter- 
ateur,“ so full of beautiful pages and curious 
studies. At the rez-de-chaussee three small 
rooms, and that was all. Before the windows a 
little garden, bat in which the sunshine seldom 
came. This poor dwelling was the last salon“ 
of Lamartine, the illustrious guests baving 
pearly ali disappeared. There one day Mme. 
Lamartine died. This was the last link 
which attached the poet to this dreary 
world, From that day

GRAND TRUNK AND GREAT WEST- 


ERN. 

The Toronto Mai’, the organ of the Canadian 
Government, has the following suggestive arti- 
cle on the proposed pool between the Grand 
Trunk and Great Western Railroads: 

Though the contempiated fusion of the Grand 
Trunk and Great Western Railways is a matter, pe- 
cuniarly speaking. of interest to Englishmen 
rather than Canadians, it cannot be denied that it 
will be fraught with momentous consequences to 
trade and traffic on this side of the Atlantic. The 
two roaas have received many millions of dollars 
from the Canadian ex ner. They are operated 
under laws passed by the Canadian Parliament, 
and, though English action has been allowed for 
years to injure the proprietary interests of the 
roads without remonsirance from Canada, there is 
a point where abstention ceasesto bea virtue. 
The creation of such a monopoly as is pro by 
Sir Henry Tyler in his letter to Mr. Childers will 
be vigorously opposed here. If an act of Parlia- 
ment be required to give effect to any agreement 
for amaigamation between the companies, it will 
be our duty to resist ite passage to the utmost. It 
is contended by those who profess to know that no 
act of Parliament is uiread for the total and 
complete amalgamation of the two roads, ali nec- 
— 2 provisions being already in force. 
But the same authorities hold that, except for the 
purposes of mutual accommodation and public con- 
Yenience at common and competitive points, no 
bind ing agreement as to pools and percentages can 
de entered upon by the two Companies wiibout an 
actin that behalf. We have hopes, however, that 
the fusion of the two roads, whose healthy oppo- 
sition to each other has been an immense ooon to 
Upper Canadian trade, cannot take piace without 
an appeal to the Legisiature. Mr. K. B. Wood's 
difficulties in getting through Parliament the act 
for the amalgamation of the Buffalo & Lake Huron 
Road with the Grand Trunk is an evidence of the 
sort of opposition with which Mr. Hickson's pro- 
posal to amalgamate the two larger roads will be 
met, if he is forced to apply tor an act. At Galt, 
Guelph, Paris. London, Sarnia, Toronto, and 
other points, charges are kept down by waclesome 
rivairy between the two lines.

HIS ANTE-MORTEM STATEMENT. 

Henry Vogt, the victim of Sunday’s shooting 
affray, was still alive last night, but the 
physicians insist there are no chances for his 
recovery. During the day he evinced a desire 
to make an ante-mortem statement, and a 
notary was at once sent for by the police. This 
statement reads as follows: 

Henry Vogt, being duly sworn, u his oath 

otn depose and say that he knows full well he is 
about to die, and depart his life, and he does here- 
by make this his dying statement. AfMiant states 
that he was in Michael Scholer’s saloon, on the 
corner of Twenty-eichth and Garibaldi streets, on 
bunday, the 24th day of August, 1879, about half - 
past4o'’clock. My brother came ip the saloon 
where I wasat the same time. My her went out 
of said saloon to go home. Near the Fort Wayne 
track in the City of Chicago, in said county, a crowd 
of men wanted to whip him. I followed my brother 
out, and knowing he had a revolver I took the re- 
volver trom him. After I got it two men jumped 
on me and commenced pounding me. I was stand- 
ing up at the time; some man came up and took 
the revolver out of my back pants pocket and fired 
at me the very moment he tookit. My brother, 
Conrad Vogt, knows the man that shot me: the 
man is about my hight, stout-built, dark complex- 
ion, sort of red face. I should say he was 
23 years of age. My brother, William Voet, 
who works for the Chicago Packing and Provision 
Company, knows a map, name unknown; said man 
used to work for Hutchinson's packing-house; 
there is a one-armed man who knows 
the man that shot me. William 
Hopp, the boss hog-driver, working at 
Hutchinson's packing-house, can give information 
where the one-armed man can de found. I am 
shot in the left exe and head, and furtaer affiant 
says not.

The 
effect of it is to give an undue weight in the 
Convention to States which are solidly and over- 
whelmingly Democratic.

A Resort for Hay-Fever Sufferers—The Town 
and Its People-—Chippewa Indians—Chi. 
cago Visitors, and Their Experience in 
Fishing and Hunt r. 

Spectal Correspondence of Ne Tribwne. 
ASHLAND, Wis., Aug, 24.—Way up here, 436 
miles from Chicago by rail, along the Chicago, 

Milwaukee & St. Paul and the Wisconsin Cen- 

tral Railway, with the thermometer ranging 

from 65 to 72 deg., one is pretty apt to find 
pleasant recreation and healthful rest. This 
little city is far removed from almost every- 


where, yet it ie most easily accessible from Chi- 


cago both by boat and rail. Ashland is the 
termiaus of the Wisconsin Central Railway, 
and lies almost due north from Chicago. It is 
located delightfully, at the head of Chequame- 
gon Bay, with the most romantic of scenery 
surrounding, It is pitched, soto speak, ia the 
heart of the forest, and plenty of game abounds 
everywhere around. Brook-trout fishing is 
plenty, and there are lots of trout to catch. 
Then there are deer, ducks, bears, and other 
game; so that, if one desires to camp in the 
woods, interest need not lag. 

Ashland bas its advantages and its drawbacks. 
One of its greatest advantages is, that hay-fever 
sufferers find relief, and almost total exemption, 
here from the disease. Thenumber of that class 
of sufferers rusticating here this year is very 
large. But the disadvantages of the town are 
also many. It lacks enterprise. It lacks devel- 
oping capital. The people who live up here 
seem, as a class, averse to the tourist and stran- 
ger. They are, or at least seem, cold and inhos- 
pitable. There are no good drives, and there is 
not a livery-stabile or carriage in Ashland. The 
people do not try to make their town attractive, 
and all there is Nature has most generously 
provided. 

The Wisconsin Central Raliroad Company has 
built here a eommodious hotel,—the Chequa- 
megon. It is kept by a newspaper man,—the 
third oldest editor in the State; and, when I say 
the house is well kept, I but speak that which is 
true. The host is Sam S. Fifield, ex-Speaker of 
the House of Representatives of the State of 
Wisconsin. Mr. Fifield has been twenty-three 
years an editor in this State, though he is but 
40 vears old. He was born in Maine, and has 
held every position in the House except Chief 
Clerk, and bas also revresented this district in 
the Senate. Besides ranning the hotel, Mr. F. 
finds time to run the Ashland /’ress and a paper 
at Bayfield, both of which, he tella me, are suc- 
cessful, their circulation extending over three 
Stetes. 

Twelve miles east of here, on the Red River, 
is the La Pointe indian Reservation. There are 
700 of these semi-civilized people cared for here 
by the Government. They are Chippewas, and, 
though they are peacable and honest, they show 
emphatically that laziness and dirt are their 
natural characteristics, and that thrift is not 
written in their vocabulary. Last Wednesday 
night, Armstrong. the interpreter, brought 
about fifty of the Indians down to the hotel, 
and they gave us an Indian dance and speech. 
There was none of the Sioux business about it; 
bat, lighted up with wood-fires, the feather-be- 
decked Indians sitting in a circle. with all their 
etceteras, a very wierd picture was presented, 
that was relished by the people of the hotel for 
its novelty alone.

Collector 
Harvey bought plenty of fish, which he sent 
to Chicago friends. Gen. Fuller bought 
a deer, and a pole-cat, which he said was a wild- 
cat, but afterwards threw away; and Mr. Wing 
looked to the boxmg, icing, ete.

AN ADJOURNED ’ OF THE LUMBER- 

MEN'S EXCHANGE 

took place at half-past 9 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing in the basement near the corner of South 
Water and Franklin streets, Mr. John McLaren 


in the chair. The special meeting was called for 


the purpose of completing the examination into 
the charges against Spooner R. Howell, accused 
of shipping salt as lumber, and to take final 
action. 

After the Secretary had read the minutes, he 
was instructed to read a communication from 
Mr. Spooner Howell, which stated that he did 
not consider himself or his firm within the juris- 
diction of the Lumbermen’s Exchange, as 
neither Mr. Howell nor any of the firm were 
members of the . When the charges 
were preferred against bim, he felt perfectly 
willing to have them invest by the Ex- 
change or by the public at large, but he would 
notify the officers and members that they were 
powerless to take any action in his case. 

The explained that when the firm 
was changed to 8. M. Howell & Co. he notified 

that the membership in the Exchange 
would be considered transferred. 

A gentleman asked whether the firm of 8. R. 
Howell & Co. had ever paid any dues to the Ex- 


change. 

The Seeretard stated that he had sent a bill 
around, but it had received no recognition. 

Mr. Howell said he had never received a bill 
for dues. He had questioned his bookkeeper 
upon the subject, and the latter had stated that 
he had never received a bill at the office. Fur- 
thermore, be could not be a member, because 
the constitution of the Lumbermen’s Exchange 
provided—Rule 10. Sec. 1—that any person, firm, 
or company interested or engaged in the lum- 
ber trade approved by the Board of Directors 
may become a member of the Association by 
signing the rules and regulations and paying 
the annual dues of $25, payable annually ia ad- 
vance, noue of which things he had done. 

MR. VAN SCHAICK, 

the one who was ting the charges, arose 
and said that the examination and the testi- 
mony had been so fully reported that he thought 
it un necessary to go into the matter of testi- 
mony ; but the members should take some sort 
of action at once,—either expel Mr. Howell, or 
suspend him, or censure him, as the members 
thought fit. As a member of the Committee, 
Mr. Van Schaick thought it might be advisabie 
to simply drop the name of Mr. Howell! from the 
rolls, and that would be the end of the whole 
matter. Mr. Van Schaick further explained 
that, with this slight verbal addition, the min- 
utes of the Secretary would constitute the re- 
port of the Committee. 

It was moved thatso much of the Committee’s 
report as referred to the matter of mvestiga- 
tion be adopted, leaving out the implication 
of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
or the vindication of it. 

The motion prevailed. 

In closing his communication, Mr. Howell 
made the request thatif, by any inadvertency, 
the Secretary hed his name upon the books of 
the Exchange, it be dropned at once. 

A motion was offered that this request of Mr. 
Howell be granted, and his name should be 
dropped from the roil. 

THERE WAS SOME DISCUSSION 
as to whether Mr. Howell should be dropped at 
his own request, or whether he should be simply 
dropped without reference to his request. 

Mr. Van Schaick moved to amend by striking 
out of the resolution all that preceeded the 
words “bis name shal! be dropped from the 
roll.“ 

Mr. McDonald offered as a substitute that Mr. 
Howell should be expelled. 

The motion was withdrawn ip order to cet the 
sense of the meeting as to whether Mr. Howell 
was a member of the Exchange. 

This was done at the request of Mr. Schaick, 
and then that geutleman moved that it would 
be the sense of the meeting that Mr. Howell 
was a member of the Exchange. 

The question was put, and Mr, Howell was 
heard in his own defense. He stated that 
he had never understood that be was 
a member of the Exchange. He arrived at 
this conclusion from the fact that be had 
never signed the rolls or the constitution, had 
never paid any annual dues. and had never at- 
tended any of the meetings of the Exchange. 
He simply consented to being investigated by 
the Exchange so as to have the matter set fairly 
before the public. 

The motion of Mr. Van Schaick was put and 
carried unanimously, as was also the substitute 
of Mr. McDonald. 

The question having; bees settled that Mr. 
Howell should be expelled, the matter was put 
before the Exchange fomvote by ballot, result- 
ing in his expuision by a vote of 27 to 6.

She 
possesses a military cast of mind, and, had her 
talents been called out im that direction, she 
would doubtless have distinguished herself as a 
commander.

When the evidence was elicited that pointed 
to a murdet, brown, as before stated, skipped 
out at night, and has not been seen in the 
neighborhood of Lawrence since. Under an 
assumed name he was not long since heard of at 
Higby, Mo., and was reported to be negotiating, 
through bis father and brother, for immunity 
trom punishment, provided he would divulge 
the whole job. An attempt te capture Brown 
failed, and pretty reliable reports have it that he 
has joined Hillman in the East. | 

It is stated that Brown sent word from Mis- 
souri that he bimseif did not do the killing, as 
be claimed in his testimony before the Coroner’s 
jury; and that, if assured protection, he would 
turn State’s evidence. 

Brown has escaped; Hiilman, who was sup- 
posed to have been dead, is believed to be alives.

Coining and using the stock 
of bullion makes a natural market 
for it, as certainly as wearing clothes makes a 
market tor cloth. Ceasing to coin one kind of 
bullion, in the vain hove that by some flat or 
hocus-pocus the parity of value between them 
will adjust itself, is just as absurd as to try to 
raise the price of wheat by decreeing that none 
of it shall be made into flour. Coining even the 
$2,000,000 per month has raised the price of 
siiver bullion some, and bas beloed to impress 
Germany with her folly in selling silver so 
cheap, and already stopped the sale. Coining 
uses up the supply, and, by the operation of a 
natural law, tends to raise the price of the raw 
material, for it takes tangible stuff from a lim- 
ited supply. Printing paper-moner on nearly 
valueless material that is boundiess in suppiy 
has no perceptible effect on the price of rags or 
on paper-mill property; and this known fact is 
sought to be attached to silver, as though it 
could be stamped unrestrictedly, and not use up 
or affect the supply of silver buliion, and cer- 
tainly raise its price. If Mr. Schurz would take 
neote of this universal law, be would not fear 
that coining more silver would cheapen it, 


Furcher. be takes no note of the fact that 
coined silver cannot depreciate while it is a 
legal-tender for debt, public and private, for 
customs, and for interest ou bonds at home or 
adroad, or for the reuemption of bank-bilis or 
treasury-notes. The greenback depreciated be- 
cause there were certain debie it would noi pay, 
and there was neither silver nor gold to redeem 
them. When silver pays for everything in full, 
one might as well say thirty-six inches is not a 
yard as to hold it will be worth less than it pur- 
ports, when it will perform all the iuactions 
that money is made for, and a doliar will buy 
100 cents ‘n gold anywhere. 

He called it the inferior metal, for no reason 
that 1 know of, uniess it may be its bulk; but 
he did not allude to the fact that no one need to 
carry more thau he wants to.— the balance can 
go into silver certificates. 

And, lastly, he did not allude to the fact that 
our own aud several other commercial nations 
are evidently moving towards a full recoguition 
of silver as au tndispensabile legal-tender money 
metal, and the probability is that long before 
our coinage can fill the aching void for silver 
dollars in this country bi-metalism will pre- 
vaii almost the world over. Wheu that good 
day comes we shall no doubt be spared the 
taunt that. in working for that end, and not 
being deterred ov sham lions in our pathway, 
we were playing into the hands of Fiatists or 
Democrats. 

I conclude by making the prediction that in 
less than five years every American statesman 
who bas thrown cold water on the silvyer-dollar 
movement will wish be hadn’t, and secretly 
wish be could expuage his record. .

The weather telegrams from Liverpool were 
conflicting.

His name 
is a tower of strength, and is 
influence peculiarly valuable at this time 
on account of his command of the in- 
dependently-disposed voter. The Repnblic- 
an prospect is brightening every day, and 
nothing but the united Granger vote of the 
State for one of Perkins’ opponents can prevent 
his election. The party is especially strong iu 
the populous counties,—San Francisco, Alame- 
da, Santa Clara, Sacramento,—while the H. B.’s

Results of the Latest Experiments The Ex- 
tent to Whieh Pure Alcohol Ise Not In- 


jurious to the Healthy Human System— 


The Physiological Effect of Wine. 
New York Times. 


Does physiology approve or disapprove the 
use of alcohol drinks? The latest researches 
on this sufficiently important question have 
not as yet become popularly known in this 
country, though they are to be found in the 
Continental and English medical journals. 

People have drunk wine and beer for thou- 
sands of years; can no one tell us whether 
wine and beer are essentially nutriment or 
essentially poison? Let us try to come to a 
clear understanding on this question, warning 
our readers that if some of their convictions 
should be jostled a little sharply it will be 
pot our fault, but the fault of the facts. 

What, in the first place, does the old doctrine 
of total abstinence teach? That the use of 
stimulants, uniess medicinally, is physiologically 
an evil. That they produce upon every healthy 


person an injury, lees or greater, according to 


the strength or to the amount of the stimulant, 
but still alwars an injury, even when taken in 
the smallest quantities. 

That is the theory; now let us note, on the 
other hand, what the practice of the world has 
been in this matter from the beginning to the 
present day. It will not be easy to find any 
large community in which, for any considerable 
length of time, the use of some stimulant, 
alcoholic or other, bas not been general. Ali 
the great stimulants are nearly related to each 
other in their modes of action. 

The great stimulants, then, are eight in num- 
ber, namely, alcobol, tobacco, hasheesh, opium, 
tea, coffee, Peruvian coca, Paraguay tes. 
There are many others, but these are the chief; 
and of these, according to Von Bibra’s 
estimates, Chinese tea is drunk by 500.000. 000 
people, opium is smoked and eaten by 400.000, 
000, hasheesh ts smoked and eaten by 800.000. 
000, coffee is drunk by about 40,000,000, 
Paraguay tea by 10,000,000, con Sek cocoa or 
cacao) by 10,000,000. And finally, all the 
known nations of the world are addicted to the 
use of tobacco, chiefly in the form of smoke. 
otherwise by snuffing or chewing.“ In Dr. 
Anstie’s words, No considerable tract of the 
earth’s surface is without some special indigen- 
ous narcotic plant, of which the natives freely 
avail themselves, not merely for medicinal pur 
poses, bat for every-day use.” And it is to be 
noted, too, that the excessive or narcotic use of 
any of these stimulants, the world over, is the 
exception, not the e. testimony of 
travelers is uviform on this point. 

When now weturn from the general to the 
individual aspect of the facts, how often do we 
meet an adult person in our community that 
uses none of the stimulants just named,—that 
is, an absolutely total abstainer! They are few 
in number. and they are found mostly iu the 
water-cures and other penal establishments. 
Nearl every adult, in point of fact, does use 
stimulants; and we would not ask for a better 
popular argument in favor of their moderate 
use than the fact that it is nearly universal al- 


ready. 

It hes long been urged as an argument 
against alcohol that it is not transformed, or is 
only partially transformed, in the body, and, 
therefore, that it could be in no sense a food. 
The objectors overlooked the fact that water, 
the most necessary of all the elements of nu- 
trition. is not transformed in the body at all. 
The teetotalers, however, did not deny the 
apparent benefit resuiting, in many cases, from 
a moderate use of wine or beer; but they 
claimed that it was only an appearance of 
benefit. The teetotalers said: There is some 
mistake about these good results. You may 
feel less fatigue, it is true, you may digest bet- 
ter and sleep more soundly after poe giass of 
wine or beer at dinner; but why, if it is a real 
benefit to you, does Nature expel the alcohol 
from the system? Why does that poisonous 
substance reappear in the secretions; why does 
it load the breath?“ In 1876 some remarkabie 
experiments were made which turned the fignk, 
so to speak, of the old objection, by showing 
that alcohol was entirely assimilated when taken 
in due quantity. 

The experimenter to whom we owe this articu- 
lating point in research is Dr. C. Binz, of Bonn. 
It to bim to take special precaution 
with. the material of experiments. Instead of 
using either distilled or fermented liquors, be 
employed alcohol. Not, however, the alcohol 
of commerce. This be carefully treed from 
fusel-eil and other impurities (a somewhat diffi- 
cult chemical task, by the way), obtaining ab- 
solute or perfectly pure alcohol as the result. 
Experimenting with this, he found: (a) That a 
moderate quantity of absolute alcohol, not to 
exceed an ounce and a half, is entirely assimi- 
lated by the healthy organism, po trace of it 
reappearing in any of the secretions; (c) after 
the ingestion of this moderate quantity no smell 
whatever is leit upon the breath. e smell 
commonly noticed is thatof fusel-oil, or of other 
principles associated with the stimulants com- 
monly used, oris due toan excessive dose of 
the stimulant. 

These conclasions are new and striking, and 
they require, of course, like all that is new in 
physiology, repetition, and confirmation at the 
hands of other experimenters. They have not, 
however, been disproved; they represent the 
last word of physiology to date upov the sub- 
ject, and they fall perfectly into line with pre- 
vious researches. They at once take the ground 
from under the feet of the teetotalers’ popular 
argument, the alleged “rejection “ of alcohol 
by the human svstem as an invader.“ For 
alcohol is only so rejected when taken in ex- 
cess. Now, salt and sugar are rejected in such 
cases in the same wav, and reappear in the 
secretions. Are they poisons therefore? 

But what becomes of the alcohol thus retain- 
ed? If it is not, after all, when taken in mod- 
erate quantity, expelled from the system, what 
is ite function there? 

Dr. Binz says distinefly: ‘Alcohol in the 
human system is digested. It is entirely resolv- 
ed, under the conditions named, into carbonic 
acid and water.“ 

One question involves another. Does the fore 
gomg statement mean that alcohol is food? 
That can be answered after defining what a true 
food is; andof many definitions this is the 
best: A food is any substance which produces 
these two effects in the animal economy: (a) 
An elevation of the temperature; (o) an increase 
of tissue. Both heat and substance, ip a word, 
are produced by a true food. Now, alcohol sup- 
plies heat, but not substance, except in an in- 
direct wav; indirectiy, it does supply it, as we 
shall point out presently. It is, however, an 
active heat-producer. Sr. Binz estimates the 
heat-giving power of one litre (about a quart) 
of good hock at 700 ca’ories or heat units: that 
is to say, nearly one-third of the 2,300 calorie 
that are yielded by a nutritious mixed dict in 
the course of a day. Here is a potent source of 
calorifaction. But the temperature of the body 
falls slightly after taking alcohol. How is this 
By the fact that alco- 
hol diminishes the rate of food-combustion in 
the body, making a given quantity of nutriment 
“go further, in popular phrase, than it would 
without the stimulant. It thus, like tea, coffee, 
cocoa. and tobacco, economizes power, while, as 
regards the production of heat, it is a true 
source of power. 

But alcohol serves effectivel 
maker by aiding the digestion. Its effect thus 
produced upon nutrition is, for many versons, 
much more important than either its heat-pro- 
ducing function or its power to replace other 


as a tissue- 


unnecessary, and alcohol is a super- 
fluity for such a person, just as any other sin- 
gle article of diet is a superfluity. But how 
many perfectly healthy men and women are 
there, even as to the single article of digestion? 
How many are there, on the other hand, who 
are enfeebied, or overworried, or insufficiently 
fed, or sleepless, or constitutionally weak? To 
such persons—and they will continue to consti- 
tute the majority for an indefinite time to come, 
at least under our civilization—some aid to the 
digestion, some alleviant to restlessness or pain, 
is of the first value. Many find these helps in 
tea, coffee, tobacco; many in wine or beer; too 
many, indeed, iu the distilled spirits. But the 
physiological ne upon this point is per- 
fectiy definite and clear. It is, that for most of 
those who are not blessed with total uncon- 
sciousvess of a stomach, and especially for el- 
derly or for delicate persons, digestion is made 
easier and more complete dy the moderate use 
of alcoholic stimulants at meals. 
From this ooint of view there is, however, a 
danger to be noted; and it is one not commonly 


and the e 

ively, of alcobol, is verified by the recent pbysi- 
ologists, and Dr. Parkes but the limit of use- 
fuiness”’ at frum one to one and a half fluid 
ounces of alcohol daily, a limit correspopd- 
ing roughly to @ pint of claret or other 
light wine, and twice as much of beer. 
A larger quantity, as we have said. 
is not entirely assimilated, and is commonly in- 
jurious. The fermented liquors, the light wine 
and deer are much oreferable to the distill 
liquors, brandy, whisky, and the rest. These 
latter are not so easily obtained pure, and even 
when pure they act, for reasons not yet well 
understood, more strongly than wine or beer 
upon the coats of the stomach. They produce 
in them. if used in excess, a chronic catarrba! 
iuflammation; and this inflammation, and the 
consequently impaired digestion, are a main 
cause of the drunkard’s desire for liquor. It be- 
comes at last the only nutriment that he can 
easily digest, and in these almost incurable cases 
the vicious circle,’ vicious in more senses than 
one, is complete. The alcohol has disturbed the 
sufferer’s digestive power; and alcohol, my 
becomes the only aliment that be can easily di- 
gest. The habit of alcoholism is thus self-per- 
petuating. 

We have now reviewed the ground of recent 
physiological teaching upon the subjects of al- 
cohol, and seen what it has to say in justifica, 
‘tion of the ancient custom of moderate drink- 
ing. Its conclusions may be resumed as follows: 
(a) Pure alcohol to the amount of about one 
and a balf ounces per day is eutirely digestible 
in the healthy human system. yood that 
amount it is in part eliminated; and it produces, 
in this case only, narcotic and injurious effects. 
(b) Alcobol thus digested directly serves one 
purpose of a true food, namely: to produce heat; 
and indirectly the other, namely: to focrease tis- 
sue. This it does in two independent ways; one 
by economizing the waste of tissue otherwise 
produced: the other, by making the processes 
of digestion more complete and active. (e) As 
the most rapidly assimilable, effective, and 
pleasant of foods, wine mg te recommended, 
in moderation, precisely as Paul recommended 
it, tor “the stomach’s sake of those who are 
not in perfect health. To the overworked and 
wearied it isa true tonic and ‘“ care-breaker.” 
For those who are in vwerfect bealth it is no 
more necessary than any other single article is 
necessary, and it may be a Pinal by overstim- 
ulating the digestion. (d) Finally, all those 
persons, and they are not a few, who have a 
chiid’s weaknesé of will in respect to self-con- 
trol, and those, also, who have an inherited 
tendency to excess, must be forbidden alto- 
gether the use of alcoholic stimulants. For the 
rest of the world, physiology verifies the ancient 
experience that the temperate use of alcoholic 
stimulants is a blessing.

Projected Platform of the New Organisa- 
tion—A Heavy Contract Laid Out for the 
Convention in Cincinnati.

Wasuincron, D. C., Aug. 2% —Col. Bob 
Ingersoll was interviewed to-day copcerning the 
formation of the new party with witch his name 
has been connected. 

**l consider myself as good a Republican to- 
day as any member of the present Administra- 
tion ever was or ever will be. I am going to 
Ohio, by invitation, to be present in Cincinnati 
Sept. 13 and 14 at a Convention of the Lib- 


erals.”’ 

“For what purpose is this meeting held?” 

“To consult as to the propriety of forming a 
new party,—a party that will be non-sectarian.”’ 

“What will be the object of this party?” 

“To do away with the ghosts that baunt, the 
superstitions that control, and all laws that 
deny civil rights to honest men. We would 
like also to reclaim for the use of man the 
seventh day, 14 ver cent of our time, that is now 
wasted.” 

“ How will you do this?! “ 

“By repealing bad laws and making good 
ones. 

Do vou object to the teaching of religion?” 

„No; I object to superstition, and I also ob- 
ject to the use of nublie money to support sec- 
tarian schools. Taxes should not be collected 
to pay men for guessing.“ 

How about the church property that is 
not 22. taxed?! Would you do anything about 
that! 

„Tax it all. Why, do you know there are 
$800,000,000 worth of church mg pry not taxed 
in this country? It would have it all taxed. and 
relieve from taxation homesteads to the value 
of, say, $1,000. Tax the church property aud 
take the burden from the voor. Do you think 
God would object to that? 

Then the object of yom party is to relieve 
the poor?” é' 

“ That is one object, but we also wish to do 
away with unjust laws. For instance, there are 
two or three States of the Union—Teunessee, 
Delaware, and South Carolina—in which minis- 
ters are not allowed to become members of the 
State Legislature. This is wrong. Clergymen 
should have every right that is extended to 
any other citizen. The civil rights of all should 
be the same. There are several States in which 
free-thinkers are disfranchised, not allowed to 
hold office, and in most of the States in this 
Union they are not allowed to testify. The 
greatest and best merin the world would not 
be competent to testify, while the smallest and 
meanest would, provided they believed in hell; 
and such men alwars do. So in many States it 
is a crime punishable by fine and imprisonment 
to publicly deny the fospiration of the Bible. 
Think of a book that has to be protected from 
ridicule by law!” 

Do you think the Republican party have re-
